The subject matters of claims 1-18 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-6 cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 describes the basic technical idea of superposing a chip component on top of 
another chip component; 

document 2 describes that components are cross-disposed; 

document 3 describes that a chip component is reinforced by a resin and is disposed in a 

recess; 

document 4 or 5 describes that a chip component is bound by heating a conductive binding 

material; 

and document 6 describes an auxiliary substrate. 

The numerical limitations described in claim 2 and 14 are mere matter of design variation. 
What is done in the same process described in claim 8 is merely to apply a general way of 
thinking of simplifying processes. 
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
